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COVERNOR SENDS ANNUAL 
MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 


Tishomingo, Sept, 6.—Gov. I). H. 
Johnston has transmitted 
his usual 
message to the Chickasaw legislature 
now in session here. 
Briefly the docu­ 
ment explains the absurdity of another 
tribal election; asks that memorials 
providing for the sale of the segregated 
coal lands be passed: that the removal 
of restrictions be demanded; reports 
progress of signing and delivery of 
patents; reports splendid condition of 
Chickasaw affairs.

“ Fortunately our people have fully- 
realized. for the past eight years, that 
gradual changing of conditions and the 
inevitable tendency toward those of 
the present; and I am happy to say as 


assist in its organization and in the 
construction of its constitution and 
they fully- realize the duty in­ 
cumbent upon them to see that such 
constitution and laws are so drafted as 
to afford full protection to their rights

Nero Perry, an old Chickasaw Freed­ 
man who lives on Caddo Creek, in the 
Chickasaw Nation, supports himself by 
hunting game with a bow and arrow. 
Though 76 years old he can send an ar­ 
row into a squirrel in the tallest tree. 
Perry went to the Chickasaw- country 
in 1S38 from Mississippi w-ith “Jim" 
McLish, his old master. 
They settled 
on the banks of the Caddo creek, where 
they built the first house ever erected 
the Chickasaw nation. 
Here they 


Texarkana, Tex., Sept. 7.—The sec- 
and day’s session of the National Far­ 
mer’s Educational and 
co-operative 
Union was devoted almost entirely to 
routine business, including the reports 
of officers and committees and the dis­ 
cussion of the same. 
What is regarded as one of the most 
important reports was that submitted 
by the committee on education. 
This 
report recommends that there be an in­ 
crease in industrial and agricultural 
instruction in the public schools, and 
also suggests a course of reading on 
economic and governmental atfairs for 
all the members of the organization. 
The report elicited much applause du­ 
ring its reading and w-as unanimously- 
adopted. 
During the day a resolution was 
adopted recommending that the confer­ 
ence held at Washington last May be­ 
tween the cotton producers and cotton 
manufacturers be repeated annually in 
future and made a permanent feature. 
Eugene Williams of Dallas, Tex., 


submit the following report: that 
whereas, at present market 
prices 
the approximate selling price of cotton 
seed products from one ton of cotton 
seed aggregates about $26.30, as fol­ 
io w-s: meal 800 pounds at $27 per ton, 
$10.80; oil, forty gollons at 27 1-2 cents 
per gallon, $11; linters, fifty pounds, 
at 4 l-2c per pound, $2.25; hulls. 750 
pounds, at $6 per ton, $2.25. 
Total 
$26.30. 
And knowing that the total 
cost of producing said products from 
the raw seed will not exceed $5 perton, 
we feel that present prices paid the 
producer for seed are far below what 
they should be in view of the value of 
this product. 
Therefore we recommend 
to the 
members of the Farmers’ Educational 
and Co-operative Union that no seed 
be sold for less than the following 
rates: in the territory east of the Miss­ 
issippi River a minimum priee of 30c 
per bushel, or $18.60 per ton, as seed 
is worth that rmount to the grow-er for 
fertilizer.

The distinction attained by Sargent 
in London has done more than all his

MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 


Tishomingo, Sept, 6.-Gov. D. H. 


Johnston has transmitted 
his usual 


message to the Chickasaw legislature 
now in session here. Briefly the docu- 
ment explains the absurdity of another 
tribal election; asks that memorials 
providing for the sale of the segregated 
coal lands be passed: that the removal 
of restrictions be demanded; reports 
progress of signing and delivery of 
patents; reports splendid condition of 
Chickasaw affairs. The document con- 
chides with these words: 


"This is the seventh annual message 


which I have transmitted to the legis- 
lature as governor of the Chickasaw 
nation, and I deem it not at all 
Improper to call attention 
to 
the 


fact 
that 
the 
period 
of 
time 


covered by 
my several 
adminis- 


trations, as regards the bearing upon 
the welfare of our nation and people, 
han never been, and will never be, 


NiqSaled by another like period of time 


in their history. A brief retrospect, 
from the beginning of my first admin- 
istration, in 1898. to the present, is of 
continuous and absorbing interest, not- 
withstanding the conflicting sentiments 
of regret for the past felt by some, 
and of hope and confidence for the 
future felt by others. Whatever may 
be our regrets for the past and hopeful 
anticipations for the future, the Chick - 
aaaws are in the midst of a condition 
*|hich is a reality, and that condition is 
'that the customs and traditions of our 
fathers are no longer our rule and 
guide, in so far as the protection of 
our rights and property is concerned, 
but we must now contend, side by side, 
as citizens of the United States and of 
the new state of Oklahoma with more 
than a million other like citizens. 


"The policy of the government of the 


United States, inaugurated in 1898, by 
the ratification of the Atoka agree- 
ment by congress, some three months 
before ray inauguration as governor, 
marks the beginning; and this policy 
has been pursued step by step and year 
by year to its practical consummation 
at this time. 


"Fortunately our people have fully 


realized, for the past eight years, that

a result of a close observation of their 
course and conduct throughout the past 
eight years that they are as well pre- 
pared for the change and look to the 
future with as much hope, confidence 
and equanimity as could be expected 
under all the circumstances. While the 
radical changes which the government 
of the United States has forced were 
looked upon by our people|with more 
or less hostility at first, they have re- 
alized the futility of opposition and 
have accepted the inevitable; and now 
that the change is practically complete 
their original hostility has, in a large 
measure, subsided.

Perry went to the Chickasaw country 
in 1838 from Mississippi with "Jim" 
McLiah, his old master. They settled 
on the banks of the Caddo creek, where 
they built the first house ever erected 
in the Chickasaw nation. Here they 
lived until 1861, when McLish died, 
then the old place reverted to Perry, 
and there he still lives. The same old 
house is still standing, almost as it 
was the day McLish died. Perry still 
relates stories of bygone days, when 
he in company with others of his nation 
and white trappers, for days and days 
spent the time in the woods hunting 
game. All his life he has led a free 


MUST HAVE $15 A TON 


FOR ALL COTTON SEED 


Texarkana, Tex., Sept. 7.-The sec- 


and day's session of the National Far- 
mer's Educational and co-operative 
Union was devoted almost entirely to 
routine business, including the reports 
of officers and committees and the dis- 
cussion of the same. 


What is regarded as one of the most 


important reports was that submitted 
by the committee on education. This 
report recommends that there be an in- 
crease in industrial and agricultural 
instruction in the public schools, and 
also suggests a course of reading on 
economic and governmental affairs for 
all the members of the organization. 
The report elicited much applause du- 
ring its reading and was unanimously 
adopted. 


During the day a resolution was 


adopted recommending that the confer- 
ence held at Washington last May be- 
tween the cotton producers and cotton 
manufacturers be repeated annually in 
future and made a permanent feature. 


Eugene Williams of Dallas, Tex., 


presented the convention with a round 
bale of cotton weighing 425 pounds 
with the request.that it be sold and the 
proceeds applied to the fund for a mon- 
ument to Newton Gresham, founder of 
the order. The gift was accepted and 
the cotton will be sold at noon tomor- 
row at auction in front of the city hall. 


The committee on cotton seed and 


cotton seed products made its report at 
last night's session. The committee 
consists of E. S. Peters of Texas, chair- 
man; 
Upton of Tennesee, Mahaffy of 


South Carolina, Murry of Arkansas 
and Ambrose of Louisiana. 


The committee report was adopted as 


follows: 


We, your committeemen on cotton 


and cotton seed products, beg leave to 


bow 


'ADA MERCHANTS GIVEN A 


SGARE FOR THEIR MONEY 


submit the following: report: that 
whereas, at present market prices 
the approximate selling price of cotton 
seed products from one ton of cotton 
seed aggregates about $26.30, as fol- 
lows: meal 800 pounds at $27 per ton, 
$10.80; oil, forty gollons at 27 1-2 cents 
per gallon, $11; linters, fifty pounds, 
at 4 l-2c per pound, $2.25; hulls, 750 
pounds, at $6 per ton, $2.25. Total 
$26.30. And knowing that the total 
cost of producing said products from 
the raw seed will not exceed $5 petton, 
we feel that present prices paid the 
producer for seed are far below what 
they should be in view of the value of 
this product. 


Therefore we recommend 
to the 


members of the Farmers' Educational 
and Co-operative Union that no seed 
be sold for less than the following 
rates: in the territory east of the Miss- 
issippi River a minimum price of 30c 
per bushel, or $18.60 per ton, as seed 
is worth that rmount to the grower for 
fertilizer. In the territory west of the 
Mississippi River a minimum price of 
$15 per ton, as it is worth thst price 
for fertilizer or feed purposes. 


We eatnestly urge all farmers of the 


South to join us in our effort to secure 
a fair minimum price for one of our 
principal products. As a matter of 
public policy we make the further rec- 
ommendation that the attention of 
thope public officers whose duty it is to 
see that the anti-trust laws are en- 
forced be called to violations thereof, 
and that they be urged on securing con- 
victions not to release offenders by 
mere payment of fines, but that the 
provisions of those laws providing for 
imprisonment penalty be rigidly en- 
forced.

BODY GIVEN TO COLLEGE. * 


Af*d Convict's Bequest Carried Out 


by Prison Authorities at Mich- 


igan City, Ind. 


Michigan City, Ind.—The body of the 


dead life convict, James Blackwoort. 
who was the oldest inmate of the state 
prison, was taken to the Valparaiso col- 
lege for dissection by the medical de- 
partment. 


Blackwood died In tbe prison hospital 


after serving 18 years behind the prison 
bars. He had been here since the trans- 
fer from Jeffersonvilte in 1897. 


As Blaekwood was dying there stood 


beside his cot James U Myers, tb» mur- 
derer who was given a pardon bj Oov 
Hanly. Myers was found praying fit 
the dying convict when the glad tidings 
of the pardon came to his ears. 


Blackwood served 18 years for a mur- 


der In Clay county in 18S7. All that re- 
mains of his family la a son residing 
In Texas. The son was notified after 
death, but m&de no reply. 


The crime for wkich James Black- 


wood was sentenced occurred, while a 
party was returning from a dance In 
Benwood, Clay county, to Gardenia, 
Blackwood quarreled with his wife. In 
the fight which followed the woman 
was knocked down and sustained four 
broken ribs.

In tha Outer Hebrides collect la one 
place before taking their departure fot 
their nesting haunts within the Arcti* 
afcrate 
To estimate their numbers Is impos- 


sible, aad to behold this vast con- 
oouna of geese as ona of tha lights of 
a HCettme. The vast host of birds 
stands packed together in a huge pha- 
lanx till the king of tha graylegs starts 
the flight As the old leader ascends a 
hundred thousand voices aaluta him, 
but aoaa stirs till from overnaad be 
giras tba call tor his subject* to fol- 
low him. 


Some fifty birds riae in the air and 


follow him, and as they go gradually 
assume tha wedgelike formation, with 
three single birds In a string at the 
apex of the triangle, and in a few min- 
utat are out of sight. When they have 
bean fairly started the king returns, 
and after a few minutes rest he rise* 
Into the air again, and the same pro- 
cess la gone through betore/ ha lead* 
off another batch. 


Again and again he returns until all 


are gone but 300 old veterans, which 
rise to meet him in the air as he die-*, 
back to them 
Then, with their sov- 


ereign at their head, these also wing 
their way toward .the pole not to re- 
turn until the following October. 


MEASURING DEPTH OF AIR 
Atmospheric Envelope of Earth De- 


termined by Interesting Scien- 


tific Observation, 


One hundred and 31 miles is the 


height of the atmosphere as measured 
by Prof. T. J. J. 3As, who determines 
the thickness of the air envelope by 
noting the difference between the time 
of sunset and the complete disappear- 
ance of blue from the sky 
The mo- 


ment at which the blue changes into 
black can be observed quite 
easily 


with approximate certainty 
by 
the 


naked eye when the air is clear; and 
by trigonometry may be ascertained 
the distance below the horizon of the 
sun at the moment of change. By this 
means may be calculated the height of 
the smallest Illuminated particles of 
oxygen and nitrogen which give to the 
sky its blueness of tint by the reflec- 
tion of the smallest wave lengths of 
the sun's light. The Instant of change 
from blue to black Is possibly a USt.- 
dlfflcult of exact observation, but thf 
method is not more doubtful than tha1 
based in the obser\atlon of shooting 
stars The shooting star method gives 
a result not greatly differing from the 
vanishing blue method. The former 
gives the height of the atmosphere ai 
tna miles.

MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 


Tishomingo, Sept, 6.-Gov. D. H. 


Johnston has transmitted 
his usual 


message to the Chickasaw legislature 
now in session here. Briefly the docu- 
ment explains the absurdity of another 
tribal election; asks that memorials 
providing for the sale of the segregated 
coal lands be passed: that the removal 
of restrictions be demanded; reports 
progress of signing and delivery of 
patents; reports splendid condition of 
Chfekasaw affairs. The document con- 
cludes with these words: 


"This i* the seventh annual message 


which I have transmitted to the legis- 
lature as governor of the Chickasaw 
nation, and I deem it not at all 
Improper to call attention 
to 
the 


fact 
that 
the 
period 
of 
time 


covered by 
my several 
adminis- 


trations, as regards the bearing upon 
the welfare of our nation and people, 


never been, and will never be, 


by another like period of time 


in their history. A brief retrospect, 
from the beginning of my first admin- 
istration, in 1898. to the present, is of 
continuous and absorbing interest, not- 
withstanding the conflicting sentiments 
of regret for the past felt by some, 
and of hope and confidence for the 
future felt by others. Whatever may 
be our regrets for the past and hopeful 
anticipations for the future, the Chick - 
aaaws are in the midst of a condition 
wtieh is a reality, and that condition is 
'tnat the customs and traditions of our 
fathers are no longer our rule and 
guide, in so far as the protection of 
our rights and property is concerned, 
but we must now contend, side by side, 
as citizens of the United States and of 
the new state of Oklahoma with more 
than a million other like citizens. 


"The policy of the government of the 


United States, inaugurated in 1898, by 
the ratification of the Atoka agree- 
ment by congress, some three months 
before ray inauguration as governor, 
marks the beginning; and this policy 
has been pursued step by step and year 
by year to its practical consummation 
at this time. 


"Fortunately our people have fully 


realized, for the past eight years, that 
gradual changing of conditions and the 
inevitable tendency toward those of 
the present; and I am happy to say as 


a result of a close observation of their 
course and conduct throughout the past 
eight years that they are as well pre- 
pared for the change and look to the 
future with as much hope, confidence 
and equanimity as could be expected 
under all the circumstances. While the 
radical changes which the government 
of the United States has forced were 
looked upon by our peoplejwith more 
or less hostility at first, they have re- 
alized the futility of opposition and 
have accepted the inevitable; and now 
that the change is practically complete 
their original hostility has, in a large 
measure, subsided. 


"As citizens of the new state of Ok- 


lahoma, being permitted as they are to 
assist in its organization and in the 
construction of its constitution and 
laws, they fully realize the duty in- 
cumbent upon them to see that such 
constitution and laws are so drafted as 
to afford full protection to their rights 
and property; and to this duty they are 
now addressing themselves with indus- 
try and good will, instead of indulging 
in useless and profitless sentiments of 
regret for the passing of conditions of 
the past.'' 


Hold* to the Primitive Life. 


Nero Perry, an old Cfcickasaw Freed- 


man who lives on Caddo Creek, in the 
Chickasaw Nation, supports himself by 
hunting game with a bow and arrow. 
Though 76 years old he can send an ar- 
row into a squirrel in the tallest tree. 
Perry went to the Chickasaw country 
in 1838 from Mississippi with "Jim" 
McLiah, his old master. They settled 
on the banks of the Caddo creek, where 
they built the first house ever erected 
in the Chickasaw nation. Here they 
lived until 1861, when McLish died, 
then the old place reverted to Perry, 
and there he still lives. The same old 
house is still standing, almost as it 
was the day McLish died. Perry still 
relates stories of bygone days, when 
he in company with others of his nation 
and white trappers, for days and days 
spent the time in the woods hunting 
game. All his life he has led a free

MUST 


FOR ALL COHON SEED 


Texarkana, Tex., Sept. 7.-The sec- 


and day's session of the National Far- 
mer's Educational and 
co-operative 


Union was devoted almost entirely to 
routine business, including the reports 
of officers and committees and the dis- 
cussion of the same. 


What is regarded as one of the most 


important reports was that submitted 
by the committee on education. This 
report recommends that there be an in- 
crease in industrial and agricultural 
instruction in the public schools, and 
also suggests a course of reading on 
economic and governmental affairs for 
all the members of the organization. 
The report elicited much applause du- 
ring its reading and was unanimously 
adopted. 


During the day a resolution was 


adopted recommending that the confer- 
ence held at Washington last May be- 
tween the cotton producers and cotton 
manufacturers be repeated annually in 
future and made a permanent feature. 


Eugene Williams of Dallas, Tex., 


presented the convention with a round 
bale of cotton weighing 425 pounds 
with the request.that it be sold and the 
proceeds applied to the fund for a mon- 
ument to Newton Gresham, founder of 
the order. The gift was accepted and 
the cotton will be sold at noon tomor- 
row at auction in front of the city hall. 


The committee on cotton seed and 


cotton seed products made its report at 
last night's session. The committee 
consists of E. S. Peters of Texas, chair- 
man; 
Upton of Tennesee, Mahaffy of 


South Carolina, Murry of Arkansas 
and Ambrose of Louisiana. 


The committee report was adopted as 


follows: 


We, your committeemen on cotton 


and cotton seed products, beg leave to 


'ADA MERCHANTS GIVEN A 


SCARE FOR THEIR MONEY 


submit the following: report: that 
whereas, at present market prices 
the approximate selling price of cotton 
seed products from one ton of cotton 
seed aggregates about $26.30, as fol- 
lows: meal 800 pounds at $27 per ton, 
$10.80; oil, forty gollons at 27 1-2 cents 
per gallon, $11; linters, fifty pounds, 
at 4 l-2c per pound, $2.25; hulls, 750 
pounds, at $6 per ton, $2.25. Total 
$26.30. And knowing that the total 
cost of producing said products from 
the raw seed will not exceed $5 perton, 
we feel that present prices paid the 
producer for seed are far below what 
they should be in view of the value of 
this product. 


Therefore we recommend to the 


members of the Farmers' Educational 
and Co-operative Union that no seed 
be sold for less than the following 
rates: in the territory east of the Miss- 
issippi River a minimum price of 30c 
per bushel, or $18.60 per ton, as seed 
is worth that rmount to the grower for 
fertilizer. In the territory west of the 
Mississippi River a minimum price of 
$15 per ton, as it is worth thst price 
for fertilizer or feed purposes. 


We eatnestly urge all farmers of the 


South to join us in our effort to secure 
a fair minimum price for one of our 
principal products. As a matter of 
public policy we make the further rec- 
ommendation that the attention of 
thof»e public officers whose duty it is to 
see that the anti-trust laws are en- 
forced be called to violations thereof, 
and that they be urged on securing con- 
victions not to release offenders by 
mere payment of fines, but that the 
provisions of those laws providing for 
imprisonment penalty be rigidly en- 
forced. Signed by E. S. Peters, chair- 
man.

BODY GIVEN TO COLLEGE. * 


Af*d Convict's Bequest Carried Out 


by Prison Authorities at Mich- 


igan City, Ind. 


Michigan City, Ind.—The body of the 


dead life convict, James Blackwoort. 
who was the oldest inmate of the state 
prison, was taken to the Valparaiso col- 
lege for dissection by the medical de- 
partment. 


Blackwood died In tbe prison hospital 


after serving 18 years behind the prison 
bars. He had been here since the trans- 
fer from Jeffersonvilte in 1897. 


As Blaekwood was dying there stood 


beside his cot James U Myers, tb» mur- 
derer who was given a pardon bj Oov 
Hanly. Myers was found praying fit 
the dying convict when the glad tidings 
of the pardon came to his ears. 


Blackwood served 18 years for a mur- 


der In Clay county in 18S7. All that re- 
mains of his family la a son residing 
In Texas. The son was notified after 
death, but m&de no reply. 


The crime for wkich James Black- 


wood was sentenced occurred, while a 
party was returning from a dance In 
Benwood, Clay county, to Gardenia, 
Blackwood quarreled with his wife. In 
the fight which followed the woman 
was knocked down and sustained four 
broken ribs. She was wrapped in a 
bundle of straw and left by the roadside, 
where she was found In the morning. 
She died soon after. Blackwood plead- 
ed guilty and was sentenced by the late 
Judge Coffee, of Brazil.

Atmospheric Envelope of Earth De- 


termined by Interesting Scien- 


tific Observation. 


One hundred and 31 miles U UM 


height of the atmosphere a* measured 
by Prof. T. 3. J. S4e, who determine* 
the thickness of the air envelope by 
noting the difference between the time 
of sunset and the complete disappear- 
ance of blue from the sky 
The mo- 


ment at which the blue changes Into 
black can be observed quite 
easily 


with approximate certainty 
by

naked eye when the air Is clear; and 
by trigonometry may be ascertained 
the distance below the borieon of tbu 
sun at the moment of change. By this 
means may be calculated the height of 
the smallest Illuminated particles of 
oxygen and nitrogen which give to tht> 
sky its blueness of tint by the reflec- 
tion of the smallest wave lengths of 
the sun's light. The Instant of change
